IS CONSIDERED ONE OF THE TOP MUSICAL ARTISTS IN THIS COUNTRY 
TODAY, NOTED FOR STIRRING UPTEMPO RHYTHMS AND SOARING 
ROMANTIC BALLADS. 
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VOICE: BARRY BEGAN HIS MUSICAL CAREER IN BROOKLYN CA PART OF NEW 
YORK CITY), PLAYING ACCORDION AND PIANO, HE SUBSEQUENTLY 
STUDIED AT THE NEW YORK COLLEGE OF MUSIC, AND BECAME A 
KIND OF "MUSICAL HANDYMAN", DOING WRITING, PRODUCING AND 
SINGING CHORES, ALL THE WHILE LEARNING THE "INS AND OUTS" 
OF THE COMPLEX MUSIC INDUSTRY. AFTER SERVING AS MUSICAL 
DIRECTOR FOR SINGER BETTE MIDLER, BARRY DECIDED TO GO SOLO

EARLY DAYS OF HIS CAREER. BUT THE SONG WHICH REALLY 
"BROUGHT DOWN THE HOUSE" WAS HIS CURRENT HIT "COPACABANA", 
ESPECIALLY DRESSED FOR THIS NUMBER IN A SILVERY OUTFIT 
WITH FRILLY "RHUMBA'" SLEEVES, TYPICAL OF LATIN AMERICAN 
DANCE COSTUMES, BARRY MANILOW DANCED AND SANG, REVIVING THE
